Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1960. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  401  i.e. 
two  less  than  in  1959.  The  resultant  birth  rate  of  20.98  per  1,000 
population  compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  the  whole 
country  which  was  17.1.  Of  the  total  number  of  live  births  21  were 
illegitimate  showing  an  increase  of  four  over  last  year  and  giving 
an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  52.37  per  1,000  live  births.  The 
national  rate  was  54. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  19.95  per  1,000  live  births,  was 
both  lower  than  the  local  rate  for  1959  and  the  rate  for  the  whole 
country  during  1960.  The  number  of  infant  deaths  registered  in  the 
Urban  District  was  eight,  of  these,  four  died  from  congenital  mal¬ 
formation  or  accidental  birth  injury,  the  remaining  4  between  3 
and  6  months  of  age,  died  from  acute  infections  of  the  respiratory 
or  intestinal  tract. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  163.  This 
is  seven  fewer  than  in  1959  and  gives  a  death  rate  of  8. 70  per  1.000 
of  the  population.  The  number  of  accidental  deaths  was  four.  Three 
of  these,  a  young  boy  aged  4  and  two  females  aged  47  and  84  died 
as  a  result  of  a  fall  in  their  homes,  while  the  fourth,  another  young 
boy  of  4  died  as  a  result  of  multiple  injuries  accidentally  sustained 
when  he  was  run  over  by  a  public  service  vehicle. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1957. 

Thirty-one  houses,  regarded  as  being  unfit  for  human  habi¬ 
tation  under  Section  17  of  the  above  Act  were  dealt  with  during 
the  year. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

As  a  result  of  the  new  housing  development  with  consequent 
increase  in  the  population,  particularly  in  the  North  Ward  of  the 
L^rb.in  District,  it  was  decided,  on  the  Surveyor’s  recommen¬ 
dation,  that  improvement  to,  and  extension  of  the  existing  works 
was  essential.  The  scheme  proposed  includes  among  other  things, 
new  sludge  drying  beds,  a  sludge  degestion  plant,  filter  beds, 
humus  and  sedimentation  tanks  etc.  The  Committee  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  plan  envisaged  was  of  sufficient  magnitude  to 
warrant  the  appointment  of  specialist  consultant  engineers  before 
applying  for  Ministerial  sanction. 

ROAD  WIDENING  SCHEME. 

Negotiations  for  the  acquisition  of  the  land  and  premises 
required  for  the  road  widening  scheme  involving  Albert  Square, 
Albert  Street  and  Park  Hall  Road,  were  brought  to  a  successful 
conclusion  and  the  proposed  improvements  were  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Transport  and  Civil  Aviation  for  approval  Not  only 
will  the  scheme  improve  the  locality  from  an  aesthetic  point  of 
view  but  it  will  also,  by  the  removal  of  a  blind  corner  and  narrow 
roads,  eliminate  the  possibility  of  accidents  between  vehicular 
traffic  and  the  hundreds  of  pupils  using  the  thoroughfare  each  day. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  during  the  year  most  especially  with  regard 
to  the  priority  re-housing  of  those  in  need  through  ill  health  and 
in  overcrowded  accommodation  I  would  also  like  to  express  my 
thanks  to  the  clerical  staff  both  for  their  work  in  the  Office  and  for 
their  invaluable  help  at  the  evening  Poliomyelitis  sessions  and  to  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  colleagues  in  other  Departments  who 
through  their  continued  efforts  have  endeavoured  to  maintain  the 
highest  possible  standards  in  the  sphere  of  environmental  hygiene.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting,  in  conjunction  with  that  o 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year.  The  report  is  on  similar 
lines  to  those  of  previous  years  and  to  a  large  extent  summarises 
the  monthly  reports  to  the  Committees  dealing  with  environ¬ 
mental  hygiene,  food  hygiene  and  public  hygiene.  Bare  statistics 
make  dull  reading  and  where  possible  figures  have  been  augmented 
by  appropriate  explanations  and  observations. 

Housing  in  all  its  aspects  is  still  the  major  activity  of  the 
Department  and  rightly  so,  for  the  improvement  of  living  con¬ 
ditions  is  a  basic  duty  of  a  local  authority.  This  work  is  never 
ending,  year  after  year  decayed  and  unfit  houses  are  eradicated, 
old  houses  are  repaired  and  made  fit,  others  are  provided  with 
standard  amenities  and  the  standard  of  housing  improves.  Progress 
in  the  provision  of  standard  amenities  by  means  of  Improvement 
Grants  is  still  too  slow  and  the  work  of  converting  fireplaces  for 
the  burning  of  smokeless  fuel  has  still  to  be  commenced. 

Food  inspection  in  this  District  is  mainly  that  of  inspecting 
all  animals  slaughtered  before  the  meat  is  released  for  sale,  the 
number  of  such  animals  continues  to  rise  and  this  work  entails  an 
increasing  amount  of  your  Inspector’s  time. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyalty  and  efficiency 
of  your  Public  Health  Department  staff,  the  help  and  advice  given 
by  Dr.  Carroll  and  the  co-operation  of  other  officials  of  the  Council 
and  once  again  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committees 
and  all  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  support 
throughout  the  year.

The  following  extract  taken  from  Circular  G.R.O.  (M.O.H.) 
Xo.  2/  1957  issued  by  Ihe  General  Register  Office  is  given  as  a 
guide  to  members  on  the  meaning  of  the  terms  “crude”  birth  and 
fleath  rate  and  “corrected”  (adjusted)  birth  and  death  rate. 

“To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  w^ay  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
for  the  area  sliould  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area 
comparability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final  1951 
census  population.” 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1960  was  Births  0.98  and  Deaths  1.42. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INTECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year  v/as 
390.  This  total  is  the  same  as  that  for  ]958  but  is  about  250  more 
than  the  number  for  1959,  The  difference  is  due  to  the  great! v 
increased  number  of  cases  of  measles,  327  to  be  exact,  during  the 
months  of  November  and  December. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Seventeen  cases  in  all  were  reported,  compared  with  thirty  in 
1959.  Three  of  these  were  admitted  to  the  Fever  Hospita.1. 

Poliomyelitis. 

No  case,  paralytic  or  non-paralytic  was  notified  during  the 
year.  Vaccination  against  this  disease  was  continued  throughout 
the  year.  The  number  of  infants  and  school- children  done  w'as  quite 
satisfactory  but  the  response  of  the  older  eligible  age -group  was  on 
the  whole  poor. 

Dysentery. 

Only  two  cases  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Department  during  the  3mar  but  there  are  grounds  for  believing 
that  many  of  those  people  suffering  from  diarrhoea  and  stomach 
upsets  were  in  reality  cases  of  dysentery  of  varying  severity. 

Tuberculosis. 

Eight  cases  of  pulmonary  and  2  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  were  notified  for  the  first  time.  This  is  two  less  than  in  1959. 
It  will  be  seen  that  three  of  the  pulmonary  variety  were  children 
under  3  years  of  age  and  it  must  be  presumed  that  they  contracted 
their  illness  from  one  or  other  parent  as  in  each  case  the  father  or 
mother  of  the  child  was  also  suffering  from  the  comp  laiiit.  One 
death  attributable  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  according  to  the 
Registrar  Generars  return,  was  certified  locally  as  being  due  to  a 
malignant  growth.  Post-mortem  examination  revealed  the  presence 
of  widespread  tuberculosis  with  lung  involvment.  This  mian  aged 
70  had  NOT  been  notified  before  death  and  was,  consequently,  not 
on  our  register.  The  death  from  the  non-pulmonary  variety  was 
that  of  a  man  aged  74  wFo  had  been  notified  in  1959  as  suffering 
from  the  intestinal  type.  Heart  failure  was  given  as  the  primary 
cause  of  death.

DIPHTHERIA. 

It  is  now  nine  years  since  the  last  case  of  Diphtheria  was 
notified. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  the  disease  either 
bv  their  family  doctor  or  at  sessions  held  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre  rose  from  300  to  390  during  the  year.

Fore^  Town  Area 

This  area  is  drained  into  a  joint  scheme  with  disposal 
works  at  Edwinstowe  in  the  Southwell  Rural  District  Area. 
The  number  of  properties  connected  thereto  was  1,564  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  an  increase  of  23.  Housing  development  now 
taking  place  or  envisaged  will  necessitate  improvements  to  the 
main  trunk  sewer  and  the  Council’s  Civil  Engineering  Con¬ 
sultants  are  now  engaged  on  the  preparation  of  a  scheme  in 
this  connection. 

Pleasley  Vale  Area  :- 

A  private  company  owning  large  facftory  premises  and 
dwellings  in  this  area  have  provided  a  small  sewage  treatment 
plant.  Seventeen  houses  with  pail  closets  are  now  being 
demolished  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  remaining  twelve 
houses  will  shortly  be  drained  to  these  works. 
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The  following  new  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  development  of  private  elates.

The  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage  and  refuse  is  carried 
out  under  the  control  of  your  Health  Department  using  two 
rear  loading  fore  and  aft  tipper  freighters  together  with  trail¬ 
ers  for  the  colleclion  of  salvage.  Farms  and  outlying  premises 
not  reached  by  made-up  roads  are  colledfed  by  a  7  cubic  yard 
side-loading  vehicle  purchased  in  1954. 

It  is  at  all  times  the  policy  of  the  department  to  maintain 
a  weekly  collection  but  the  cor^antly  expanding  housing  de¬ 
velopment,  periodic  shortage  of  labour  due  to  sickness  and 
vagaries  in  weather  conditions  all  have  a  direCt  and  adverse 
effect  and  during  the  winter  months  this  ideal  is  not  possible. 


The  question  of  long  term  disposal  has  been  eased  by  the 
purchase  of  a  worked  out  quarry  and  this  site  should  suffice 
the  tipping  needs  of  the  di^riCt  for  a  further  ten  to  fifteen 
years  and  thereafter  provide  a  valuable  open  space  for 
recreational  purposes. 

Once  again  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  Council  to  in- 
^itute  proceedings  for  contravention  of  Secfbion  76  of  the 
Public  Health  Ad:,  1936,  one  defendant  being  fined  £I  with 
£3-3s.  codis  on  being  found  guilty  of  sorting  over  and  disturb¬ 
ing  tipped  refuse. 

Salvage,  once  a  war-time  expedient,  has  now  become  an 
integral  part  of  the  Council's  public  cleansing  service.  Markets 
for  additional  items  of  salvage  are  continually  being  sought 
and  the  income  derived  from  sales  reduces  the  overall  coSt  of 
the  service  charged  to  the  General  Rate  Fund.  During  the 
year  ended  3Ist  March,  1961,  sales  amounted  to  £1,893.

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Rodent  Control — Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

There  has  been  no  lessening  during  the  year  in  the  demand 
for  the  services  of  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator  and  it  is  obvious 
that  the  service  provided  by  the  Council  in  this  respect  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  residents  of  the  Urban  District.  The  service  is 
free  to  occupiers  of  residential  property  although  a  charge  to  cover 
the  cost  of  labour  and  materials  is  made  in  respect  of  business 
premises  and  agricultural  property. 

Rats  and  mice  destroy  or  contaminate  large  quantities  of 
food — they  spread  disease,  cause  untold  damage  to  buildings  and 
constitute  a  formidible  hazard  to  any  community.  It  is  not  surpris¬ 
ing  that  the  above  Act  placed  owners  and  occupiers  of  premises 
under  a  legal  obligation  to  notify  the  Local  Authority  in  writing 
whenever  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  there  are  rats  or  mdce 
on  or  around  their  property  in  substantial  numbers  The  provision 
still  does  not  appear  to  be  widely  known  and  every  opportunity  is 
taken  to  stress  the  point  and  encourage  early  notification  to  be 
made  to  this  Department.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  in  addition 
to  the  general  requirements  of  the  Principal  Act  occupiers  of  agri¬ 
cultural  land  are  also  required  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  (Threshing  and  Dismantling  of  Ricks)  Regulations,  1950 
to  fence  all  ricks  before  threshing  or  dismantling  and  to  destroy 
all  rats  and  mice  leaving  the  ricks  during  these  operations.

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The  sewers  serving  the  District  continued  to  be  comparitively 
free  from  serious  infestation. 

A  maintenance  treatment  using  damp  sausage  rusk  and 
poisoning  with  2|  per  cent,  zinc  phosphide  was  carried  out  during 
the  year  on  the  system  serving  the  Forest  Town  Area  and  was 
concentrated  on  those  areas  within  the  system  where  ‘takes’  were 
recorded  during  the  test  baiting  operation  and  subsequent  treat¬ 
ment  carried  out  at  the  end  of  1959. 

Five  ‘takes’  were  initiall}^  recorded  at  adjacent  manholes  in 
tlie  Langwell  Drive  Area  and  treatment  of  this  infested  length  of 
sewer  was  continued  until  all  signs  of  rodent  activity  ceased. 

Once  again  mention  must  be  made  of  the  help  and  guidance 
given  to  the  Department  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  PMod  through  their  Area  Pests  Officer.

This  section  of  the  Department’s  work  gives  greater  satisfac¬ 
tion  as  the  years  progress  since  the  constant  research  taking  place 
in  the  field  of  insect  control  continues  to  lead  to  the  marketing  of 
improved  and  more  efficient  insecticides  capable  of  successfully 
combating  every  conceivable  type  of  infestation  met  with  during 
our  routine  work.  t 

Infestations  of  bugs,  lice  and  fleas  continue  to  decrease  but  it 
is  interesting  to  record  that  on  two  occasions  infestations  of  bugs 
were  discovered  at  premises  as  a  result  of  routine  surveys  of  prop¬ 
erties  previously  infested  and  not  as  a  result  of  notification  to  the 
Department.  There  is  now  in  this  present  day  and  age  and  wdth 
the  current  high  standard  of  environmental  hygiene  existing  with¬ 
in  the  home  a  danger  of  certain  isolated  infestations  of  this  type 
being  allowed  to  get  out  of  hand  due  to  the  occupier’s  reluctance 
to  seek  help  and  advice  and  at  the  same  time  divulge  that  such 
jjests  exist  within  his  premises.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  social 
stigma  attached  to  such  families  is  now  very  great  indeed,  the 
days  having  long  since  gone  when  vermin  were  an  unconsidered 
trifle  of  daily  life  and  socially  acceptable. 
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SMOKE  CONTROL. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956. 

No  positive  decision  has  yet  been  taken  regarding  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  smoke  control  areas,  such  a  decision  is  still  regarded 
as  impracticable  -  not  through  shortage  of  smokeless  fuels,  a  pre¬ 
mium  grade  of  which  is  manufactured  in  this  District,  but  because 
of  the  many  employees  of  the  National  Coal  Board  who  receive  an 
allowance  of  coal  without  the  alternative  of  smokeless  fuel. 

A  local  colliery  smoke  stack  which  since  it  was  erected  has 
continuously  emitted  a  plume  of  smoke  accompanied  by  particles 
of  grit  has  ceased  to  be  a  nuisance  since  the  furnaces  were 
equipped  with  Niagara  Slurry  Stokers. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 

There  were  no  new  applications  for  licences  for  individual 
caravans  and  two  such  licences  lapsed  during  the  year. 

Two  unauthorised  caravans  were  remove  from  sites  within  the 
District  before  the  expiration  of  the  statutory  period,  which  if  ex¬ 
ceeded,  enables  a  local  authority  to  institute  legal  proceedings. 

Development  commenced  on  a  residential  caravan  site  within 
the  District  and  a  licence  was  issued  under  the  1936  Act.  This  site 
will  eventually  accommodate  71  moveable  dwellings  each  provided 
with  main  drainage  and  a  supply  of  electric  power,  and  having  a 
water  supply,  sanitary  accommodation  and  showers  within  a  short 
distance.  The  whole  site  will  be  served  by  paved  roads  and  pro¬ 
vision  has  been  made  for  fire-fighting  and  fire-prevention. 

SCHOOLS  AND  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

Compared  with  the  modern  facilities  provided  at  the  post-war 
schools  the  sanitary  accommodation  at  the  four  older  schools  can 
only  be  regarded  as  unsatisfactory.  Most  of  these  schools  will  be 
retained  for  many  years  and  money  should  be  made  available  for 
modernisation.  Such  accommodation  should  be  under  cover, 
accessible  without  crossing  the  playground  and  having  washing 
facilities  in  close  proximity 

Lack  of  public  support  has  resulted  in  the  closure  of  the  only 
cinema  and  billiards  hall  in  the  District.  These  buildings  have  now 
been  put  to  other  uses. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

One  factory  in  the  district  carries  on  the  trades  of  gut  scraper 
fat  and  tallow  melter  and  extractor.  The  nature  of  the  animal 
waste  processed  at  these  premises  makes  it  difficult  to  deal  with 
them  inoccuously  at  all  times.  Your  Health  Department  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  keep  these  premises  under  constant  surveillance  and  the 
Management,  in  accordance  with  the  Councirs  wishes,  have  re¬ 
newed  the  exhaust  stack  and  at  the  same  time  increased  the  dis¬ 
charge  height  to  over  70  feet. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1958 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  the  following  licences  were 
issued  : 

14  Licences  authorising  the  slaughter  or  stunning  of  all  food 
animals.

Where  a 
landlord  fails  to  fulfil  his  obligations  in  this  respect,  an  agrieved 
tenant  of  a  controlled  house  can  at  any  time,  as  a  first  step,  serve 
a  For.m  G  being  a  “Notice  by  Tenant  to  Landlord  of  Defects  of 
Repair”  and  by  implementing  the  full  procedure  of  the  Act  secure 
either  the  repair  of  the  house  or  a  reduction  of  rent.

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It  will  be  seen  from  these  tables  that  tuberculosis  has  ceased 
to  be  the  main  cause  for  condemnation  of  both  carcases  and  offal 
and  the  present  indication  is  that  this  disease  will  be  rarely  met 
with  in  the  future.  Fasciola  Hepatica  (Fluke)  is  now  the  main 
reason  for  rejection  of  beast  offal  (Livers)  and  the  weight  of  3,862 
lbs.  in  1960  compares  with  3,800  lbs.  in  1959,  both  these  weights 
however,  show  a  considerable  increase  over  previous  years  and  this 
increase  is,  in  my  opinion,  due  to  the  increased  number  of  Irish 
cattle  slaughtered,  it  having  long  been  established  that  the  inci¬ 
dence  of  fluke  in  livers  of  imported  Irish  cattle  is  twice  as  high 
than  in  home  bred  stock,  indeed  this  is  our  experience  locally  for 
records  over  a  fixed  period  showed  36.7  per  cent,  of  Irish  cattle 
and  17.6  per  cent,  home  bred  cattle  to  be  so  affected.

Food  Hygiene. 

Your  Department  has  endeavoured  to  carry  out  constant 
routine  inspections  throughout  the  year  of  all  food  premises  within 
the  area  of  the  Authority. 

It  has  been  pleasing  to  observe  that  nearly  all  such  premises 
are  now  equipped  with  means  of  refrigeration  for  the  conserving 
of  perishable  foodstuffs. 

The  Department  did  not  engage  in  any  new  educational  ac¬ 
tivity  during  the  year  but  advantage  is  always  taken  during  talks 
to  outside  bodies  on  the  work  of  the  Department  to  lay  emphasis 
on  the  importance  of  food  hygiene  both  in  food  businesses  and  in 
the  home.

This  interpre'alion  of  the  results  is  subject  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  suggestion  that  owing  -o  numerous  factors  governing 
the  hygienic  quality  of  ice-cream,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much 
attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  given  sample. 
Judgement  should  be  based  rather  on  a  series  of  samples,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  over  a  period  50%  of  a  vendor’s  samples 
should  be  grade  1,  80%  grades  1  and  2,  not  more  than  20% 
grade  3  and  none  should  be  grade  4. 
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WATER  ICES. 

This  term  covers  frozen  confections  mainly  consisting  of  water 
with  the  addition  of  fruit  juice,  sweetening,  colouring  and  flavour¬ 
ing,  which  are  sold  under  a  variety  of  trade  names.  Since  water  is 
the  main  ingredient  for  most  of  these  they  are  now  subject  to  a 
bacteriological  examination  similar  to  that  applied  to  the  public 
water  supply  and  are  expected  to  attain  the  same  high  standard 
of  bacterial  purity. 

During  the  year  21  samples  of  water-ice  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham  and  the  following  table 
gives  the  results  of  the  tests  applied  to  them.
